Then get ready to 
scream down 51 feet of this manmade 
watershed mountain at 30 miles per hour on 
the Humunga Kowabunga.

90 seconds, you can catch an ocean-sized 
wave big enough for body surfing as it skims 
across the lagoon and pounds the shore with 
the rhythm of the tides!

Plenty of water thrills and family raft rides 
surround the lagoon. Rudder Buster, Jib 
Jammer, and Stern Burner wind down 36 
feet.
